Zeebrugge, on the Belgian coast, 
where the Germans are supposed Lo 
have a submarine base, was again 
bombarded 
today 
by

heavy guns into play in the attack. 


The violent artillery combat on tiie 
western .fighting front is being con- 
tinued. The Germans are responding 
to the French fire in some sectors by 
the use of asphyxiating shells, ac- 
cording to the French officials state- 
ment, which also reports the repulse 
of a German attack near Manhoff. 


There has been relative calm in 
the Dardanelles campaign during the 
past week, the 
Paris 
oflSce states. 
Only minor operations have been con- 
ducted. 


Greek mobilization is ^continuing, 
with the ultimate course which the 
nation is to take stiU not definitely 
outlined. 
Unofficial circles at least 
seem convinced that a struggle be- 
tween Greece and Bulgaria cannot be 
avoided.

RUSSIANS TURN TABLES. 


Record Three Victories Against Invad- 
ing German Armies. 


London, Sept. 25.—The position of the 
Russians from Vilna to the Galician 
frontier appears to have been improved 
greatly, three distinct victories having 
been recorded almost simultaneously at 
widely . scattered points on the eastern 
front- 
This achievement has mitigated 
to some extent the uneasiness felt in 
England as to the attitude of Bulgaria. 


In the far north the situation is less 
favorable for the Russians. 
They are 
resisting 
Field 
Marshal von Hinden- 
burg's men with characteristic stubborn- 
ness, but the admission that fighting is 
proceeding at Smielin, 30 miles from 
Kovo Alanrovisk, 
indicates 
that 
ap- 
proaches to the latter town are in the 
hands of the Germans and that the fate 
of Dvinsk is in doubt. 


Where Russians Score. 


East of Vilna. north of Pinsk and in 
the vicinity of Lutsk the Russians have 
ecored heavily. 
The Germans charac- 
terize their reverses east of Vilna—that 
is, at the Vileika railway junction—as 
of a temporary character notwithistand- 
ing their losses of jruns and prisoners.

Penfield at Vienna has been instructed 
to make clear to the Austrian govern- 
ment informally that the United i^tates 
must insist 
upon 
the, recall 
of Dr. 
Dumba, the Austrian ambassador here, 
and that hia departure "on leave^of ab- 
sence" would not be satisfactory. 


From 
messages 
exchanged 
between 
Ambassador Penfield and the state de- 
partment it is said the Austrian gov- 
ernment misundewitood the desires of 
the United States. It was intimated at 
first to Ambassador Penfield that the 
Austrian "goverhment might' recall Dr. 
Dumba on leave of absence and might 
desire safe conduct for him. Dr. Itamba 
himself telegraphed for such safe con- 
diict a few days later, informing the 
state 
department 
that he had 
been 
granted leave of absence. 
No action 
was taken on his request, but it was 
forwarded to-Ambassadc«' Penfield. 


Instructions sent to Mr. Penfield were 
not disclosed, but he has been authorized 
to make it clear that Dr. Dumba's use- 
fulness as the Austrian ambassador to 
the United States has ceased and thkt 
if given merely "leave of absence he 
would nevertheless still remain accred- 
ited." 


The right of » government to demand 
the recall of an amboEsador because of 
his personal act« is unquestioned imder 
international law, and according to offi- 
cials, if the Austrian government per- 
sisted in refusing to recall Dr. Dumbai. 
piussports could b^ handed to him. There 
is no indication as yet that this^will be 
necessary, the delay in the Austrian 
government's decision being due to.diffi- 
culties in cable transmission.

Greeks Eager to Exchange 
Uncertainties of Poli- 
tics for War. 


Atbeps, Sept. 
25.—Great relief 
has 
be«ti caused throyghout Greece by the 
order calling for the 
mobilization, 
the army. 
The people apparently are 
glad to exchange the uncertainties of 
politics for the certainties of war. 


It U not thought, ho-wever, that hos 
tilities will follow immediately though 
it is generally believed in unofficial cir- 
cles a t least that a struggte between 
Greece and Bulgaria cannot be avoided 
eventually. 


Mobilization is under waj' today and 
is proceeding quietly. 
The people, ar? 
somewhat bewildered by the latest turn 
of events, not knowing whither it may 
lead them. 
King Constantine, who re- 
cently passed through a severe illness 
is indisposed, and his conferences with 
Premier Venizelos have been postponed 
for a day. 


Parliament will be called upon at ita 
session next Wednesday not 
only 
to 
^-proclaim martial law, but to vote upon 
declaring a 
state 
of siege 
in 
Mace- 
donia and other measures the situation 
may demand. 


The national banks will advance funds 
to meet the present needs. 


It is reported from Sofia that Bul- 
garian mobilization is being carried out 
normally but without 
enthusiasm. 


NOT SURPRISED AT BULGARIA. 


Paris, Sept. 25.—The allied chancellor- 
ies -were not siirprised at the action of 
Bulgaria, according to the Petit Paris- 
iene, which usually is well informed on 
diplomatic subjects. 
The quadruple en- 
tente powers are said to have been con- 
ferring during the past week as t\> the 
best means of acting with a maximum 
of force in the Balkans, as they attached 
little faith to the declarations of Pre- 
mier Radoslavoff. 
They now are in a 
position to strike quickly there should 
the necessity arise, it is asserted, as

Burton, of Ohio, is today the most 
likely 
candidate for. thé 
Republican 
presidential nomination. 
He is coming 
into the Root strength. Roofs age and 
record are gradually putting him out 
of the running. 


The conservative 
business interests 
vhicii 
sometimes 
are 
called 
"Wall 
Street," are casting a friendly eye on 
Burton. 
If Root were ten years young- 
er. and a bit more of a popular hero, 
they would prefer him. 
He was the 
choice of the late Senator Aldrich and 
is still the choice of ^Villiam Barnes, 
But the more astute Republican leaders 
recognize the need for a man who can 
go into the middle v.-cst or west and 
make some headway in a popular pri- 
mary. 


20 Years In Public Life. 


Theodore Fln'nh Burton has a record 
20 years of public life. 
The public 
knows him. 
m nis votes and speeches 
he has shown what he is as a public 
man and the publicity which shines on 
senators and such has shown something 
also of Burton's personal characteristics. 
As to those it is interesting, though 
unimportant, to know that he is 64, a 
sUidious bachelor, with an absent-mind- 
ed manner, a full rich voice, and a la- 
bored habit of geniality. 
He was born 
at 
.Jefferson, Ashtabuia county. 
His 
fatlier was a minister and his mother 
a college graduate. 
As a boy he was 
delicate and addicted to books. 
At six 
he was reading Blackstone; not from 
covcr to cover, but he was reading in 
tlic famous commentaries. 
When other 
boys were playing baseball, Theodore 
Elijah was giving an imitation for the 
l-enetit of the family cat of father con- 
ducting; a religious service. 
So when 
Theodrire grew up and had gone through 
Grinnell and Oberlin colleges, it 
was 
'«atunil that he should study at a theo- 
logical seminary. 
He was by family 
tradition destined for the church. 


But underneath the solemn and studi- 
ous exterior, unknown perhaps to his 
early friends and a,ssociates, there lurk- 
ed in T. Burton some leaven of worldli- 
ncss and when it came time to choose 
a j)astorate he chose to study law. Ho 
wont to Chicago and studied in Lyman 
'Tninibull's office, when he returned to 
Cleveland and began In 1875 to special- 
ize on the handling of estates ' in pro- 
bate. 
It Avas that first year he laid 
Ihe foundations of a competence (per- 
haps $200,000) by saving most of his 
Î.'Î.OOfi earnings. A thrifty, studious life 
has since continued the saving practice, 
and investment in real estate has proved 
safe and moderatelv remunerative. 


' Entered City CoundL 


Burton's step into public life occurred 
when he consented to be candidate for 
the city council in the fourth ward of 
Cleveland, lin 1886. . As alderman he 
proved to be one of those useful im- 
Iilements in practical politics—«, fellow 
who is willing to do the research and 
desk work, and to supply precedents 
and parliamentary lore on. call. 
For 
faithful service he was promotjed to a 
congressional nomination by the ma- 
chine and was in congress, except when 
defeated a couple of terms by Tom L. 
Johnson, until a year ago, when he de- 
cided not to run again 
for the sen- 
ate. 


In the house and later in the senate, 
Burton wa« the same studious, absent- 
minded, bookworm. 
As ' chairman of 
the rivers and harbors committee he 
became a mine of technical information 
garnered from engineers' reports and 
visits to the places. 
As holder of the 
pork barrel purse strings, he was court- 
ed and feared and later when the pork 
barrel became a Democratic party func- 
tion, Burton, as a member of the Re- 
publican minority, achieved fame and

favor by drawing on his large experi- 
ence to show up some of the particularly 
rotten grafts which were being perpe- 
trated by the southern Democrats un- 
der the name of waterway improve- 
ments.

BEGIN FIGHT OVER ESTATE. 


Paternal Heirs of Noah Blough in La- 
grange Aiter Great Wealth, 
Lagrange, Ind., Sept. 25.—What prom- 
ises tu be a prolonged and bittei'ly con- 
tested legal battle for possession of the 
inunense wealth left by Noah K. Blough. 
the cccentric bacheloj- farmer of this 
county, who died September 1(5, last, has 
been started in the circuit court here 
by .several of his legal 
heirs

Some time ago the dece- 
dent, Xoah Blough, had made a contract 
with DePauw university by which he 
deeded to that institution 1.200 acres of 
land, the condition being that duriiig his 
life tlio university pay him the sum of 
$0,500 a year and at his death to paj' a 
similar sum to Miss Maria Kline during 
her lifetime, should she survive him.

It is alleged that she 
is 04 years of age, inexperienced in busi- 
ness matters, weak of mind and likely 
to be easily controlled and influenced, 
besides being a beneficiary and therefore 
an improper person to administer the 
estate.

CHILDREN MAY SEIsECT PABENTS AT BE

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Closing the Lodge and Club Bars. 


It is gratifying to note that lodges, clubs and other organizations 
in Fort Wayne which have been di^ensing liquor in violation of 
law are taking time by the forelock and closing their bars and side- 
boards without awaiting the beginning of prosecutions to force 
them to do so. They are taking the wise and sensible course. We 
do not believe the men who comprise the membership of these or- 
ganizations care to be classed as law-breakers, nor do they desire as 
good citizens to overstep the law. They would not do so in any 
other avenue of activity and they should not do so in this. 


Ever since Attorney General Milbum, some months ago, handed 
down a definite ruling as to the application of the Indiana statutes 
to the club and lodge bars, it has been a foregone conclusion that 
their future must be short-lived. Whether they got out of business 
quietly and peaceably, or whether they were driven out at the end 
of iBtrejiuous and perhaps bitter legal procedure, their doom has been 
recognized as inevitable. They were clearly outside the pale of the 
law in their manner of doing business. There was but one remedy. 
They must quit. It is clearly unteasonable and unfair to insist that 
one class of men obey the law strictly and at the'same time permit 
another class to break it. 


More than that, no organization which must depend upon the 
illegal dispensing of liquors for its very existence can hope to serve 
any purpose sufficiently good or vital to compensate for the principle 
involved in the derelictions of its iUegal bar or its sideboard. Quite 
apart from the possibility of evil to the individual is the example of 
defiance of law which cannot be justified on any well-grounded 
basis. The handwriting on the wall is so plain that he who runs 
may read. It will be altogether happier if its dictum is accepted, 
with grace and good nature.

Vice President Marshall has issued a stateme^nt in which he says 
he is not seeking a renomination at the hands of the democratic 
national convention next year, but this does not necessarily meah 
that he thU not be the nominee. As a matter of fact, Mr. Marshall 
has never been a candidate in the sense of personally seeking the 
honor of his" own initiative, and he has repeatedly insisted that 
neither his party nor the people owe him anything. In the case of 
both the governorship and the vice presidency his nomination was 
purely the result of spontaneous demand of Mr. Marshall's friends, 
and-not oi Mr. Marshall himself. He has never pushed himself for- 
wwd as ft candidate, and he will not do so now, yet if it develops 
that the people desire his nomination, he will undoubtedly go on the 
licket."

the protection and development of the 
state's natural resources. It permits the 
legislature 
to abolish 
"sAveat shops," 
and prohibit manufacturing in dwellings. 
It empoAvers the legislature to make suf- 
ferers from occupational diseases bene- 
ficiaries of the Avorkman's compensation 
laAv. It systematizes taxation and gen- 
erally prevents future exemptions. 


But perhaps the proposed 
constitu- 
tion's biggest departure looks to wo- 
man's sufTrage. 
iS-ovision is made for 
incorporating the legislative amendment 
giving Avomen the vote into the organ- 
ic laws in the event of its approval a t 
the fall polls.

240 New State Game Laws

Washington, D. ,C.. Sept. 
25.—More 
than 240 new game laws were enacted 
during 1015—a larger number than in 
any previous year except 1011. according 
to Farmers' Bulletm 602, "Game Laws 
for 1915." 
Forty-three states held reg- 
ular legislative sessions, and in all of 
these states except 
Arizona, 
Georgia 
and Nebraska, some changes were made 
in the statutes 
protecting game. 
The 
largest number of new game laws pass- 
ed in any one state was 01, in North 
C a r o l i n a b u t in California, Connecticut, 
Maine, New Jersey, 
Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania and Wisconsin, the number reach- 
ed 10 or more. 
Several measures were 
vetoed, including a general game bill in 
Idaho, the first bill appropriating the 
himting-license fund in Pennsylvania, a 
bill protecting bears in California, and 
three sections of the game bill in Wash- 
ington. 
A number of bills were intro- 
duced for the purpose of harmonizing 
the state laws on migratory birds, with 
the federal regulations. 
In at least nine 
states changes were made which brought 
the seasons into substantial agreement, 
viz., 
California, 
Connecticut, 
Maine, 
Michigan, New Hampshire, 
Tennessee 
and West Virginia. 
In Illinois the sea- 
sons for all migratory birds e.xcept coot 
and waterfowl, and in Washington for 
the smaller shore birds, were made to 
conform with the regulations under the 
federal law. 
Uniformity was also se- 
cured by provisions in the laws of Con- 
necticut, Maine, New Mexico, North Da- 
kota, Washington and ^Viscon3¡n, pro- 
hibiting hunting "between 
sunset .-and 
sunrise. 
On- the other hand, Delaware 
adopted a resolution opposing the migra- 
tory bird law, and Ohio and Rhode Is- 
land, which had harmonized their sea- 
sons in 1014, changeil the seasons on 
waterfowl this year. 


As a result of the decision of the su- 
preme court of the United States 
on 
January 10, 1014, sustaining the 
alien 
hunting law of Pennsylvania, legislation 
prohibiting aliens from hunting or own- 
ing shotguns or rifles was enacted in 
at 
least 
four 
states—Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, North Dakota and 
West 
Virginia—but certain exceptions based 
on propertly qualifications were made in 
Massachusetts and New Jersey. 


Close seasons extending 
for several 
years were provided for certain 
kinds 
of big game and also for game birds. 
Hunting mountain sheep was sxispended 
in Idaho, Montana and Washington, and 
goats were protected until 1018 in Mon- 
tana. 
Moose were protected 
for four 
years in Maine, the first absolute close 
season on 'this species for 35 years— 
fcince the suspension 
of hunting from 
1878 to 1880. 
Antelope were given in- 
definite protection in New Mexico and 
IVIontana. In ^lichigan. New Mexico and 
Oklahoma prairie chickens were protect- 
ed for several years. 
Mithigan extend- 
ed complete protection 
also to 
quail, 
imported pheasants, grouse and 
wood 
ducb« for five years. 
Minnesota pro- 
tected doves, woodcock, plover and wood 
ducks until 1018. 
New 
Mexico 
gave 
protection to pheasants, bob-whites, pig- 
eons and swans. 
Oklahoma 
protected 
doves, grouse, wood ducks and curlew. 
Several 'birds were removed from the 
game list and protected through 
the 
yeftr. Oklahoma gave such protection to 
pelicans, gulls and herons. 
Tennessee 
declared ring-neck pheasants, 
bullbats, 
robins and meadowlarka to bo non-game 
birds. 
In a few cases protection 
was 
removed from certain 
species—notably 
the turkey Vuzzard in Delaware. Flor- 
ida and North Carolina; owls and star- 
lings in New Hampshire, and cormorants 
in Illinois and North Dakota. 


For the first time in 12 years, moose 
hunting is permitted in Wyoming, and 
for the first time since 1907 prairie- 
chicken shooting is permitted 
in 
In- 
diana.

Among the. novel features in the laws 
this year may be mentioned the declara- 
tion in the Florida law that ownership

Several new restrictions on shipments- 
appeared for the first time: Illinois pro- 
hibited imj)ortation from points outside 
the state of any game except deer legal-* 
ly killed. Pennsylvania prohibited ship-- 
u»nt of game by parcel post, and Wis-- 
consin, shipment under an alias. 
Con- 
necticut authorized the 
commissioners 
of fisheries and game to grant permits 
to bring in game lawfully killed oiltside 
the state, provided such* game is not 
offered for sale.

Wood Taken from National 
Forests During Year 
Valuable. 


Washington, Sept. 25.—Of tlie 6S8,- 
992,000 board feet of timber cut on tlie 
National Forests during the ñscai year 
ended Juno 30, 1915, according to statis- 
tics just compiled by tiie United States 
Forest Service, 
123,108,000 
feet was 
taken under free-use permits given to 
settlers and others living in or near 
national forests. 
There were 40,000 
free-use permittees, and tlie value of 
the timber thev cut was $20(),464-.13. 


Th 
remainder, or 505,754,000 board 
feet, was cut under sales contract, for 
the most part with lumber operators, 
but including 19,24(5,000 feet sold at cost 
to farmers and settlers, as reijuired by 
a special provision of law. 
The prices 
received for all sold timber varied from 
50 cents to $4 per thousand feet, and 
the total value was $1,179,448.39. 


The statement shows that the forests 
of Alaska are furnishing a large amount 
of timber for local consumption. 
More 
than 37,00d;000 feet, according to the 
forest service, was cut under sales con- 
tracts during the fiscal year in the two 
liational forests of Alaska, and it is es- 
timated that the quantity taken under 
the free-use privilege amounts to at 
least 10 per cent, of that cut under sales.' 
iJo figures are available on the Alaskan 
free-use cut, however, as residents of 
the territory are allowed, on account of 
the relative sparsity of the population, 
to take all the timber they need for 
personal use without going through any 
formalities. 


Outside of Alaska permits are issued 
to those entitled to share in the free- 
use privilege, as a means of preventing 
its abuse and to regulate this form of 
utilization along lines which will tend 
to improve the forest conditions. 
The 
material taken by free-use permittees 
is restricted largely to dead, insect-in- 
fested, ipr diseased 
timber, thinnings, 
and inferior species. 
Forest officers of- 
ten set aside suitable areas from which 
those granted free use under the terras 
of the law may help themselves imder 
certain general rules, but where green 
timber will be cut the trees to be used 
•re 
designated just as in all timber 
gales. The amount of free-use material 
sllowed individuals is limited to twenty 
dollars' worth yearly, 


Montana leads the national 
forest 
states in the amount of timber cut 
under sales, with more than 101.000,000 
feet, but takes second in the free-cut 
use, with 18,000,000 feet. 
Idaiio leads 
the free-use list, with a cut of nearly 
25,000,000 feet, and is a close Seconal in 
the amount of timber cut under sales 
contracts, with over 
100.000,000 feet. 
Oregon, Colorado, Washington, Arizona, 
California, W/oming, Utah, New Mexico 
and South Dakota, in the order named, 
eontributed from 60,000,000 to 24,000,- 
Ofto feet luder both free uae iMul «»le«. 


The middle western and eastern national 
forest states furnished relatively insig- 
nificant quantities.

Jncl., Sept. 25.—Women 
who start proceedings for separate main- 
tenance in the St. Joseph county super- 
ior court will not roccive temporary 
support and attorney's fees by order 
of tluj court, pending trial, according to 
a ruling made by George Ford, judge of 
the court. 
The decision is against all 
prcccdent in the state, but, according to 
Judge Ford, is in accordance Avith a re- 
cent statute. 
Local attorneys say the 
ruliii<( will Avork a hardship on women 
in many cases Avhere the plaintifT is 
without money, abhors the idea of di- 
Aorce. and can not prospcuto her case 
Avithout an order of court com])eHing 
her liusband to support her.

Washingiini, Sept.

biggest 
reunion in five years of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, is expected in Washing- 
ton from Sept. "27 to Oct. 2. Wash'uig- 
ton is the one place veterans love to 
come for their annual encampmeiit, as 
President Johnson- reviewed the army 
here after the war. 
It always draws a 
larger crowd than any other place, and 
jirovision is being made for 25,000 men, 
of wliom 10,000 will jirobably he in line 
of March Wednesday, Sept. 29. 


Tii 1892 4here were 42.5,000 men in 
the (i. A. R. and it took the line nine 
hours to pass. 
In 1902 there were 3ñ7,- 
000 men in the organization and it took 
Btrven hours'to pass. This year the men 
will pass the reviewing stand in less 
than one hour. 


The parade will be. led by Lieut. Gen."' 
Nelson A. ^Miles, as grand 
marshal. ' 


Miles is the highest ranking surviving 
officer of the civil war. 
IVesident Wil- 
son and distinguishwl ofTicials will re- 
view- it from the stand in front of the 
white house. 


There are 139,000 veterans on the 
rolls. 
Age is creeping on the men, and 
the death rate is increasing rapidly, so 
that the reunions are soon destined to 
fade away. 


This year, for the first time, the com- 
mittee on arrangements has planned re- 
unions by army corps. 
An army corps 
comprised about 15,000 men, and often 
there are scarcely a score left. 
The 
corps reunions are to take place in the 
old cejisus building, where also new of- 
ficers will be scleet-ed- 


Every- year a new oommander-in-chief 
is chosen; the present is Da^^d J. Pal- 
mer, of Des ^loines; The candiflates to 
succeed him are Elias N. Montfort, of 


Cincinnati; Wm. 
Patterson, of Penn- 
sylvania; Frank J. Cole, of New Jersey, 
and P. H. Coney, of Kansas. 


The senior vice 
commander-in-chief 
is by custom chosen from the depart- 
ment of the G. A. R., which does the en- 
tertaining; in this case the department 
of the Potomac. 
The new senior vice 
commander will be George H, Slaybaugh, 
emplo.ved in the treasury department 
in Washington. 
The office of junior 
vice commander always by courtesy, 
goes to a southern G. A. R. veteran, 
but tliere are three candidates for the 
office: Col. LeVant Dodge, of Berea, 
Ky. ; John W. Stebbins, of Virginia, 
and E. K. Russ, of New Orleans. These 
men all iiave been department com- 
manders. 


ArrangeiT^pnts for the reimions have 
been made by a committee at whose 
head is Col. John McElroy, editor of 
the National Tribime, G. A. R. organ, 
of Washington. 
Col. McElroy is past 
commander of the Department of the 
Potomac. 
The secretar.v of this com- 
mittee is Mrs. Isabel Worrel Ball, of 
the Woman's Relief corps, well known 
for her work as chairman of the com- 
mittee of the Woman's Relief corps on 
prevention of desecration of the flag.

GIOGEB ON HIS TALE

Saloon Keepers Continue to 
Tell of Campaign Con- 
tributions Made. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 25.—Harry Färber 
a saloonkeeper who testified yesterday 
for the state in the trial of Mayor Jo- 
seph E. Bell charged with election con- 
spiracy, was indicted by the grand jury 
today for perjury as a result of his tes- 
timony yesterday. 


Farber testified yesterday that he had 
made a contribution to the democratic 
campaign fund, but denied that William 
Kissel, also indicted for alleged election 
conspiracy, threatened him with perse- 
cution by the police if he did not con- 
tribute. He also denied making a state- 
ment to that effect before the grand 
jury. 


Statement to Grand Jury. 


The indictment returned today charges 
that Farber made a statement to the 
grand jury on March 23 that he had 
been threatened by Kissel with police 
persecution if he did not contribute to 
the democratic campaign fund. Farber 
provided $2,500 bond. 


Saloonkeepers continued their proces- 
sion to the witness stand today and told 
of making contributions to the demo- 
cratic campaign fund last fall. 
City 
employes, most of whom were indicted 
with the mayor, were named as collec 
tors of this fund. 


About 100 saloonkeepers told yester- 
day of contributing almost $1^00 to the 
democrats. 
It was understood about 
100 more were to testify. 


Procession Continuous. 
The coxu-t bailiffs marshalled the wit- 
nesses just, outside the court room door 
and as rapidly as one man was excused 
another Avas sent in to take his place 
in tlie witness chair. 


After more than twenty saloonmen 
had testified to giving amounts ranging 
from $5 to $50. C. W. Miller, for the de- 
fense, stated that if the state would 
furnish the defense with a lits of names 
and the amounts they purported to 
give, the defense would admit it without 
bringing in the witnesses. 


tTitdge W. H. Eichhorn, however, ruled 
that it would be better to hear the wit- 
nesses.

So the "run of three" can be ex- 
plained to a certain extent.

So powerful in speed and gun power 
will these new air craft he that the 
Zeppelins will not dare to leave their 
hangars. 


These are the opinions of Henry A. 
Wise Wood, one of the 
aeronautical 
experts on the Naval Advisory Board, 
given to me as the first interview by a 
member of the new board. 


"Zeppelins are a rank failure," says 
Wood; "the Germans themselves recog- 
nize this, and are now building aero- 
planes on the model of the monster Rus- 
sian Sikorsky biplanes. 


"As an engineer and not a chemist,' 
said Wood, "1 am pinning all my fajth 
on the heavicr-than-air as against the 
hydrogen-filled 
lighter-than-air 
ma- 
chines. 


"Everybody can see that the war has 
been responsible for an amazing ad- 
vance in the science of aviation. Aero- 
planes are getting bigger eveiy day. 
Where is this progi'ess going to stop? 


"There is no reason why aeroplanes 
should not be increased in size until 
they are 300 feet long—as big as Zep- 
pelins. 
I expect to see seaplanes with 
Iqng, t<)rpe<lo-like 
bodies, with 
huge 
wings set tandem-wise—one pair be- 
hind the other. There will be a number 
of motors, and the craft Mill be prac- 
tically invulnerable! 


"Shoot the quartermaster of one of 
these craft, and smash up one, two, or 
three/of the 
power units, 
and 
what 
would happen? Another member of the 
crew would immediately jump into the 
place of the dead steei-sman, while the 
remaining engines would keep the aero- 
plane aloft. . ' 


".Flying 100 miles 
*n hour, these 
Qneén EHzalícths of the air could easily 
command full control of the skies. 
- "We «re looking for improvements in

flying machines, as they have done in 
the case of automobiles, Ave shall sec 
aeroplanes growing in size at a rate that 
would startle a Jules Verne! 


"Zeppelins have done nothing of mil- 
itary value. 
They have dropped bombs-; 
upon unfortified cities, even upon Lon- 
don itself. 
But London will get used 
to bombs. 
When the Germans find it 
is no longer safe to navigate their dirig- 
ibles over England, they will send over 
other aircraft. 


"England eventually will drive off the 
Zeppelins 
with her aeroplanes. 
She 
could do so now did she not feel it far 
more important, from a military »tand- 
point, to sRiid ujost of hor aeroplanes 
-to the lighting front.

building 50,000 machines—she will pro- 
tect her citizens from attacks of these 
aerial marauders." 


As a member of the United States 
Naval Advisory Board, Wood admitted 
he thought it might be wise for Ameri- 
ca to build two or three airships of thev 
Zeppelin type for experimental 
pur- 
poses. 


Scientists may ilnd some material 
•lighter than.'that used in construction of 
Zeppelins, and a gas as light but not as 
dangerous as hydrogen; in which case, 
he said, there 'might ho a future for 
lighter-than-air machinc.s.

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Mayor Thompson of Chi- 
cago and Father Dempsey of 
St Louis Set Examples to Be 
Followed In Other Cities 
When Labor Disturbances 
Arise—The Ultimate Success 
of This Plan of Mediation Is 
to Have the Arbiters Abso- 
lutely Disinterested Parties— 
The Marvelous Work of 
Two Really Big Men 


0, 
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Municipal arbitration is the latest 
end most efficient way of settling la- 
bor troubles, as has been proved 
not only here 
but in many other 
cities. 


The new system depends solely 
for its success upon the power and 
disinterestedness of the arbitrators 
themselves, and when 
these 
men 
are powerful and disinterested iheir 
mission can but be crowned with 
Buccess. 


In the past boards of arbitration— 
especially those in mine trolubles— 
were made up of an equal number of 
representatives of both sides of the 
question and the majority of mem- 
bers were attorneys. 
They were 
gathered there with the object of ob- 
taining concessions from the other 
side and not yielding one point in 
the other's favor. 


It is manifest that 
neither side 
would ever reach a definite agree- 
ment if they depended solely upon 
their own deliberations. It remain- 
ed for the strikers to either win by 
violence or be subdued before the 
board of arbitration could agree up- 
on anything. 
DISINTERESTED 
PABTIES. 


But with the advent of disinter- 
ested and public-spirited arbitrators 
the matter of settling labor difficul- 
ties has been dispatched in short or- 
der. First in Chicago Mayor Thomp- 
son, a few days after taking the oath 
of administration, set out to settle 
the carpenters' strike that had been 
going on for more than five months. 
He brought both sides to him and 
told them how they were hampering 
the progress of the city and insisted 
that they settle their disputes so that 
the building industries might con- 
tinue their work. In a few days he 
bad reached a satisfactory agree- 
ment and the carpenters went back 
to their neglected work. Within two 
weeks he settled two more strikes, 
restoring peace in the city and 
bringing thousands of men back to 
iteady employment. 


From St. Louis, Mo., we have the 
report of a priest settling a team- 
sters' strike and his example is such 
that it has been received with pr.Tise 
throughout the country, and a move- 
ment to form a municipal board of 
arbitration. 
The priest is Father Tim Dempfiey, 
pastor of a church in the Ghetto of 
St. Louis. 
He is a big man like 
Mayor Thompson—more than six 
teet tall, and in such crisis it takes 
i big man with great determination 
to restore peace. 


In St, Louis the teamsters and 
Iraymen struck for shorter hours 
ind better wages. The transfer com- 
panies informed 
them 
that they 
would receive no increase in pay. So 
a strike 
was declared 
and riots 
started. United States mail wagons,, 
guarded by police, were stoned on 
their way to and from their stables. 
The strikers dared not stone the 
wagons while they were in the ac- 
tual delivery of mail—first because it 
is a penitentiary 
offense that the 
government Is quick to punish v/ith 
from three to Ave years in prison 
irhen its mail delivery is interfered 
with, and second 
because United 
States deputy marshals and Postof- 
Qce inspectors rode in automobiles 
behind the mail wagons, ready to 
Bhoot down anyone who attempted 
Interference, 


Nevertheless, the drayage traffic 
of the entire city was tied up and thé 
strike assumed a serious aspect 
Mayor Kiel of St. Louis said he 
irould be glad to act as an arbiter if 
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he wero inrlted to do so by both 
sides. 


Neither side was disposed to ar- 
bitrate and. the strike might, have 
been on until this day if Father Tim- 
othy Dempsey, better known as "Fa- 
ther Tim," had not stepped in. 
BIG MAIi 
STEPS IN. 


Now Father Tim is a very out- 
spoken man. He speaks a brogue 
but every word is backed up by more 
than 
six 
feet of muscle, a broad 
chest and a broad back. When one 
speaks to this Irish priest lie has 
to look up into the air to see liim, 
no matter how tall he is. 


Mr. Duggan of the teamster's un- 
ion got, a call oyer the telephone on 
the second day oif the strike, 


"This is Father Dimpsey, 
Jim," 
said the priest. 
"Ah, hello, Father Tim," 
"Jim, I see by the papers that you 
and the byes are out, ' 
"Yes, father." 
"Well, Jim, we got to fix this thing 
up some hpw or the other. And do 
ye mind if I take a little hand In it 
and see what I can do?" 


"No, father, we're always glad to 
have your help." 


A few minutes later the million- 
aire president of the transfer com- 
pany that wouldn't pay increased 
wages got a 'phone call. 


"This is Father 
Tim 
Dimpsoy." 


"Who?" politely asked the presi- 
dent, 


"Father Tim' Dimpsey," bellowed 
the priest," and ye needn't pretind 
ye don't know me, for I knew your ' 
father when he lived over here in 
Kerry Patch when mln didn't ride 
around in automobiles, either." 


The millionaire apologized and 
finally consented to a meeting with 
Father Tim and the strikers. 
. The arbitrators imder the priest's 
direction were in deliberation for 
eight hours until 2 a, m,, Sunday 
morning when Father Tim opened 
the door and told reporters tt liad 
been "sittled" and the "byes" would 
be back to work Monday morning. 
And there they were back at their 
jobs Monday morning with increased 
wages and shorter^ hours. They had 
lost but a half day's work, whil« if 
this genial and big-souled priest had 


not stepped in the strike would have 
lasted several months with the loss 
of perhaps a million 
dollars 
and 
perhaps with the loss of life. 
THE MOVING 
SPIRIT. 


Talking of his power of settling 
the strike and why he offered to aid 
in the matter Father Tim said: 
"I 
once saw a striker killed in front 
of my church and I didn't want to 
see it happen agin." 


And Father Tim's church at that 
time was in - the heart of the old 
Kerry Patch in St. Louis where men 
fought and hurled bricks like some 
Irish are credited 
with doing. 
In 
fact they Jiad the old-fashioned St. 
Patrick Day parade in those days 
when the next morning the police 
court was jammed with sons of Erin 
with 
blackened 
eyes while 
the 
"other man" v/as in the hospital. 


Recalling St. Patrick's Day pa- 
rades and illustrating what a pow- 
erful man Father Dempsey is, the 
following story is told of him in St. 
Louis: On a St. Patrick's Day no^^ 
many years ago the children of Fa-- 
ther Tim's parish , were giving a pa- 


rade. The priest rode in a carriage 
with other dignitaries. 


Passing a saloon some drunken 
hoodlums on the sidewalk shouted 
insults at the children and waved a 
can of beer at them. Father Tim 
didn't wait to open the door of the 
carriage. He jumped right through 
the window, chased the hoodlums, 
captured one and beat him in the 
good old-fashioned Irish way that 
requires the services of a physician 
afterwards. 


Father Tim has quite frequently 
demonstrated 
that a priest 
njust 
take care of the spiritual welfare of 
his parish from the altar and of the 
physical welfare on the street, and 
often with his fists. 


One day Father Tim was in the 
sanctuary of his church reading his 
prayers when he heard a noise out 
in the church. 
He saw a man 
stealthily go up the aisle, break open 
the poor box and take the few pen- 
nies. The priest (who incidentally 
^ is an athlete and a runner) was aft- 
. er him in a minute. 
He overtook 
the man after several blocks' chase, 
, downed him and gave him what the 


Irish call a "good drubbin'" before 
he turned him over to the police. 


While this illustrates the physical 
strength of this priest, it must be 
understood 
that his heart is com- 
mensurate 
in size and generosity 
with his size. 
Father 
Tim loves 
mankind and never a homeless wan- 
derer has appealed to him in vain. 
Furthermore never has a tramp gone 
to the Potter's Field. Father Tim 
has a private burial ground in part 
of a big cemetery in which he buries 
his wards. 
HAS WORKINGMAJTS 
HOTEL. 


His workingmen's hotel has won 
him fame all over the United States, 
but eVen before he established this 
haven for the poor and homeless he 
was out working for his "byes." He 
also conducts a day nursery for the 
mothers of poor children. 


Anyone who saw Father Tim on 
his daily rounds of duty would be 
forced to admire 
him. The first 
thing after mass and breakfast he 
visits the Carr street station, which 
is in the heart of the Ghetto of SL 
Louis. 
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"Good morning, Sargeant Fitzgef* 
lad." said the priest. 


"Good morning, your rivrince," ro» 
piled the desk sergeant. 


"And which one of my poor byei 
have ye today," he would demand. 


The desk sergeant after a perusal 
of Ills list of prisoners remarked: 
"Paddy O'Rourke, 
drunk on tht 
street." 


"Ah. poor Paddy," would remark 
the priest. "And ye know, sarjint, 
Paddy is a fine bye—one of the beat 
in the world only once in awhile h« 
gets a wee drop too much. Poo» 
Paddy." 


After a few minutes of persuatloa 
one might see Paddy, his hair and 
clothcs dishevelled and his eyes still 
bleary from alcohol, walking down 
the street with the priest's big hanj 
grasping him by the arm and kl 
words of monition flowing from Fi 
ther Tim's lips. 


For 
such 
men as these Fa 
Dempsey established his workifig- 
men's hotel and gave every assist« 
anee to them. Now his views on so« 
ciology are different and yet/'moré 
substantial than those held hf most 
men. He knows for instance, that in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
that his knidness is going to be r«» 
paid with ingratitude and thus bein^ 
prepared suffers none of the mental 
anguish that another might under 
the circumstances. 


He knows also that a man thil 
gc;s drunk once will more than like- 
ly get drunk again and that no num- 
ber of pledges or promises given hi; 
that man %vill save him. 


So when he gets one of the mea 
out of the police station he is 
reasonably certain 
that that maa 
will be back again in the course of 
a week or two and on his next visit 
will land in the workhouse, £^vea 
his experience there will not pre- 
vent him from getting drunk and so 
between times in jail or in the work- 
house Father Dempsey boards and 
feeds him and tries to get him to 
work.

It takes a big, dominant 
man who can force his own terms 
on either side that appears ob- 
stinate, to do such a thing, but Fa- 
ther Tim and Mayor Thompson of 
Chicago are types of men that ar« 
doing it, and it is becoming a s w , 
cess to be copied in other cities.

identification—loom large to Jerry. 
Before Bill Sherlock gives Jerry a 
parting injunction, "Now keep under 
cover for awhile and don't let on I 
saw you," money changes hands.

Here is his pic- 
ture, taken some years ago," the 
while affording a short glimpse of a 
police department photo of more or 
less recent date. From that moment 
the complainant's mind is ke];)( oc- 
cupied by a rapid-fire talk inter- 
spersed "with studied references to 
the suspect and his characteristics 
until by the time he confronts »Sine 
of men in which the arrested one is 


arrested on a public street 
and 
charged With the murder. The prin- 
cipal witnesses against these men

freedom under parole. 
The trial 
judge was H. V. Freeman, and ha 
has since declared that in his opin- 
ion these men were victims of mis- 
taken .identity and a police "frama- 
up." 


TRATESTIES 
OF JUSTICE. 


The value of identification as la- 
gal evidence is well known to bf 
unreliable by the legal profession, 
"the bench and more intimately bj 
the underworld—but in spite of thii 
knowledge no comprehensive or ef- 
jEective attempt is made to 
remon 
this menace to the fair administra- 
tion of the law. 
For this reason, 
among others, so many 
trials 
for 
minor and major offenses develop in- 
to travesties of justice that court« 
are now seldom referred to as courts 
of justice but rather as courts ol 
law.

Paris, the fashion-capital of the 
world, has put aside its garb of 
mourning and now is preparing for 
a season of gayety, with stylea of 
rather flamboyant hues predominat- 
ing. 


Since the outbreak of the war and 
the death of hundreds of Parisians 
In the trenches, this great capital 
has worn its garb of mourning and 
style was abandoned when the som- 
bre black dress and veil was adopted 
In recognition of our heroes at the 
front. 


But at present with things com- 
paratively quiet on the front and 
but few deaths compared with a year 
Ego, this great city is prepared to 
resume its air of gayety for which it 
has been so long celebrated. 


Paris ^ s mourned as a city long 
enough for its dead and while the 
heroes arrnot forgotten the call of 
financial 
necessity 
bids 
Paris 
fiwakeo. 


When Paul Poiret, Paqulh and 
Worth went tc|tbe front the dress 
designing buginesn and the millinery 
business in the capital went a-l)eg- 
ging and,; with deep anguish cover- 
ing-the city, styles were forgotten 
tn the demand for widow's weeds. 


The restaurants along the boule- 


rards, where many Americans form- 
erly sipped their cordials with an 
assumed Parisian air, were closed 
and many turned into hospitals. The 
life of gayety for which the city v/as 
known all over the world died. 
THlJfGS ABE 
CHAJiGING. 


But now things are different. 
Americans have flocked to Paris 
from all parts of the continent. They 
have money and demand entertain- 
ment for It so Paris heaves a sigh 
and forgets its anguish, for Paris 
must live and with all factories shut 
down excepting those making war 
munitions, the people of the cap- 
ital must labor now to gather in the 
honest dollars of the extravagant' 
American tourists. 


The 
rumor that no Americans 
would go abroad this year has been 
proved false beyond expectation. 
The lure of battle scenes brought 
even more than in formjer years. 


It seems that every ship that ar- 
rives from across the Atlantic at 
^avre carried an unusual number of 
American tourists, who make the 
voyage in spite of all perils of sub- 
marines. While In some quarters It 
is estimated that the number of 
Yankee visitors 
Is less 
than in 
former years, it is apparent here in 
Paris that all have plenty of money 


and the ti y depends partly on gath- 
ering in these dollars for its support. 


It is true, that the women have 
taken their places as street car con- 
ductors, mail carriers and even on 
the railroads, supplanting the men 
who are at the front. The women 
milliners and dress-makers have 
again assumed their rightful places 
as designers of fashion and all Paris 
is cheerfully donning their crea- 
tions, which seem more elaborate 
than ever this year, everything be- 
ing of strictly 
military character, 
even the hats bearing a resemblance 
to the caps worn by the French sol- 
diers; and the coats having a sharp 
military cut while 
the shirts are 
tight. Even In shoes has the military 
effect been felt, for Instead of the 
high-heeled shoes for which the 
Parisians once 
were 
nofed, stiif, 
heavy, yellow-leathered boots, such 
as the soldiers wear In the trenches 
are being worn by the 
Parisian 
women. 
AMEEICAIR 
EXTBATAOAJTCE. 


Parisian designers are warning 
their American customers not to 
make the mistake of buying their 
costumés without one consideration, 
but there are thousands who nei- 
ther know nor regard this plan. 
They purchase a whole cpstnme for 


an occ asion without going home to 
think it over and the result usually 
is one of disaster. 


Nothing is such an exhibition of 
extravagance as the useless frock 
that hangs in the closet waiting for 
its chance. No one is a seer in buy- 
ing clothes and no dressmaker 
is 
above mistakes, no matter bow 
high his òr her price nor the Impor- 
tance of the position of her estab- 
lishment, be it here in Paris or in 
any other country. 


It would be far preferable to us 
designers and dressmakers of Paris 
to outfit our customers In accor^J- 
ance with our own dictates and In 
the way that moat iirtistlclilly cuit^t 
the person to be fitted. If this wer^ 
permitted every 
woman t|iàt left 
our stores would be a fashion plate ^ 
that we could be proud of. We feel 
that each woman's case Is different 
and that it shoul(} be studied. That 
we should be allowed not only to 
pick the material, but to design It 
to our own tastes. 


Yet we are not permitted to do so. 
The American woman sets her mind 
on a certain dress and WMts It, 
whether or know. 
^ She is absolutely unreasonable In 
her demands, but all- the persuasion 
in thè world cannot convince her 
that her Judgment is wrong and her 


tastes shockingly inartistic. 


For instance, you could never con- 
vince an angular woman that stripes 
will make J^er look even more angu- 
lar than ever, or a robust woman 
that stripes will make it appear that 
she is better proportioned. Yet, if. 
she would but follow the advice of 
the milliners and designers who are 
attempting to outfit her properly, she 
would appear a great deal more at- 
tractive. The American on his ar- 
rival in Paris believes that every- 
where are designing men and women 
waiting as the Yankee says, "to 
sting him." 
' 


So when they come to the millin- 
ery stores or to the fashion parlors 
they enter with that same idea, that 
we Intend to overcharge them. That 
ii 
why they continually call for 
something cheaper when they must 
or at least should recognize that the 
first garment we display to thisqi is 
the one most suited to their style of 
beauty.^ 


Fuller, they do not realize that 
we have a reputation to sustain. 
THE FAWS 
IDEA. 


If we send out a garment that la 
not a creation, 
a . masterpiece— 
Volla—the Americanis laugh at our 
goods. So if we cannot pick out the 
styles and colors to match the^ beau- 


ty of our client we must at least 
alter and re-alter to make it as per- 
fect a fit and as rare a design as pos- 
sible. 


At the fashion show held recently 
at the chateau of Mrs. Herman Oel- 
rich, the professional mannequins 
and the social celebrities" both wore 
narrow skirts. At the smart dances 
there were no extra 
wide skirts, 
such as the shops have been selling 
and which once were the fashion. 


The celebrities either refused to 
follow a fashion they did hot like 
or chey wore liieir old gowns and 
the 
mannequins 
had 
moderately 
narrow skirts because the designers 
had so willed. 


To struggle for months with float- 
ing skirts and necessary high boots, 
to have one's garments altered and 
seams let out and then go to the 
most fashionable spot in Paris and 
find women and designers had not 
let out a reef in any seam and went 
about unconcernedly 
v/ith straight 
skirts that were comfortable,» was 
Jarring to many visitors to the fash- 
ion places of Paris. 


Jenny, the Parisian designer, who 
insisted all last autumn on straight 
skirts and-wide floating tunics of 
transparent materials, has put this 
design out again, especially in a 
frock of dark blue satin trimmed 
with goldbraid. Will Callot prevail 
with straight skirts?

Dr. Dumba 
himself telegraphed for such safe con- 
duct a few days later, informing the- 
state 
department 
that he had . been 


granted leave of absence. 
Xo action 


was taken on his request, but it was 
forwarded to Ambassador Penfielfl. 


Instructions sent to Mr. Penfield were 


not disclosed, but he has been authorized 
to make it clear that Dr. Dumba's use- 
fulness as the Austrian ambassador to 
the United States has ceased and that 
if given merely "leave of absence he 
would nevertheless still remain accred- 
ited." 


The right of » government to demand 


the recall of an ambassador because of 
his personal acts is unquestioned under 
international law, and according to offi- 
cials, if the Austrian government per- 
sisted in refusing to recall Dr. Dumba, 
passports could be handed to him. There 
is no indication as yet that this will be 
necessary, the delay in the Austrian 
government's decision being due to diffi- 
culties in cable transmission.

It is gratifying to note that lodges, clubs and other organizations 


IE Fort "Wayne which have been dispensing' liquor in violation of 
law are taking time by the forelock and closing their bars and side- 
boards without awaiting the beginning of prosecutions to force 
them to do so. They are taking the wise and sensible course. We 
do not believe the men who comprise the membership of these or- 
ganizations care to be classed as law-breakers, nor do they desire as 
good citizens to overstep the law. 
They would not do so in any 


other avenue of activity and they should not do so in this. 


Ever since Attorney General Milburn, some months ago, handed 


down a definite ruling as to the application of the Indiana statutes 
to the club and lodge bars, it has been a foregone conclusion that 
their future must be short-lived. Whether they got out of business 
quietly and peaceably, or whether they were driven out at the end 
of strenuous and perhaps bitter legal procedure, their doom has been 
recognized as inevitable. 
They were clearly outside the pnle of the 


law in their manner of doing business. There was but one remedy. 
They must quit. It is clearly unreasonable and unfair to insist that 


' one class of men obey the law strictly and at the same time permit 


another class to break it. 


More than that, no organization which must depend upon the 


illegal dispensing of liquors for its very existence can hope to servo 
any purpose sufficiently good or vital to compensate for the principle 
involved in the derelictions of its illegal bar or its sideboard} Quite 
apart from the possibility of evil to the individual is the example of 
defiance of law which cannot be justified on any well-grounded 
basis.

long and almost heart-breaking strug- 
gles. In a little New Jersey laboratory, 
Howard Lyon, one of the leading <.x- 
pcrimcnters in gas. set to work to de- 
vise a better gas light than any then 
known.

Washington. D. IT Sept. 25.--More 


than 240 new game laws were enacted 
during 1!»15—a larger number than in 
any previous year except 1911. according; 
to Farmers' bulletin 092, "Game Laws I 
for 1815." 
Forty-three states held reg- 


ular legislative "sessions, and in all of 
these states except 
Arizona, ticorgia 


and Nebraska, some changes were made 
in the statutes 
protecting game. The 


largest number of new game laws pass- 
ed in any one stale was til, in North 
Carolina: but in California, Connecticut, 
Maine, New Jersey, 
Oregon. Pennsyl- 


vania and Wisconsin, the number reach- 
ed 10 or more. Several measures were 
vetoed, including a general game bill in 
Idaho, the first bill appropriating the 
hunting-license fund in rennsylvania, a 
bill protecting bears in California, and 
three sections of the game bill in Wash- 
ington. 
A number of bills were intro- 


duced for the purpose of hariiioiii/.iug 
the state laws on migratory birds, with 
the federal regulations, in at least nine 
states changes were made which brought 
the seasons into substantial agreement, 
viz., 
California, 
Connecticut, 
Maine, 


Michigan, New Hampshire, 
Tennessee 


and West Virginia. In Illinois the sea- 
sons for all migratory birds except cool 
and waterfowl, and in Washington for 
the smaller shore birds, were made to 
conform with the regulations under the 
federal law. 
Uniformity was also se- 


cured by provisions in the laws of Con- 
necticut, Maine, New Mexico, North Da- 
kota, Washington and Wisconsin, pro- 
hibiting hunting between sunset and 
sunrise. 
On the other hand, Delaware 


adopted a resolution opposing th« migra- 
tory bird law, and Ohio and Rhode Is- 
land, which had harmonized their sea- 
sons in 1'.)I4. changed the seasons on 
waterfowl this year. 


As a result of the decision of the su- 


preme court of the Cuited States on 
January 19, 11114, sustaining the 
alien 


hunting law of Pennsylvania, legislation 
prohibiting aliens from hunting or own- 
ing shotguns or rillcs was enacted in 
at 
least 
four 
stales—Massachusetts, 


New Jersey, North Dakota and West 
Virginia—-but certain exceptions based 
on propcrtlv qualifications were made in 
Massachusetts and New Jersey. 


Close seasons extending for several 


years were provided for certain kinds 
of big game and also for game" birds. 
Hunting mountain sheep was suspended 
in Idaho, Montana and Washington, and 
goats were protected until 1918 in Mon- 
tana. 
Moose were protected for four 


years in Maine, the first absolute close 
season on this species for 35 years— 
since the suspension of hunting from 
1878 
to 1SSO. Antelope were, given in- 


definite protection ill New Mexico and 
Montana. In Michigan, New Mexico and 
Oklahoma, prairie chickens were protect- 
ed for several years. Michigan extend- 
ed complete protection also to quail, 
imported pheasants, grouse and 
wood 


ducks for five years. 
Minnesota pro- 


tected doves, woodcock, plover and wood 
ducks until 1918. 
New Mexico gave 


protection to pheasants, bob-whites, pig- 
eons and swans. 
Oklahoma protected 


doves, grouse, wood ducks and curlew. 
Several birds wore removed from the 
game list and protected through 
the 


year. Oklahoma gave such protection to 
pelicans, gulls and herons. 
Tennessee 


declared ring-neck pheasants, bullbats, 
robins and mcadowlarks to be non-game 
birds. 
In a few cases protection was 


removed from certain species—notably 
the turkey buzzard in Delaware. Flor- 
ida and North Carolina; owls and star- 
lings in New Hampshire, and cormorants 
in Illinois and North Dakota. 


For the first time in 12 years, moose 


hunting is permitted in Wyoming, nnd 
for 
the first time since 1907 prairie- 


chicken shooting is permitted 
in 
In- 


diana. 


Novel Features of State Laws. 


Among the novel features in the laws 


this year may be mentioned the declara- 
tion'in the Florida law that ownership 
of game is vested in the respective 
counties; the provision in the California 
law protecting 
spike bucks, or deer 


with nnbranched horns, instead of deer 
with horns of a certain length; and the 
Wyoming experiment, of allowing the 
killing of ,iO bull moose under $100 li- 
censes instead of an indefinite number 
during a limited season. 
Methods of 


hunting were, restricted 
in 
Michigan, 


hv prohibiting the use of automobiles in 


hunting partridges, awl in Indiana by 
prohibiting the use of searchlights 
or 


other artificial lights attached to autos 
for hunting game on or near a highway. 
Several new restrictions on shipments 
appeared for the first, time: Illinois pro- 
hibited importation from points outside 
the state of any game except deer legal- 
ly killed. Pennsylvania prohibited ship- 
ment of game by parcel post, and 'Wis- 
consin, shipment under an alias. 
Con- 


necticut authorized the commissioner* 
of fisheries and game to grant pertnito 
to bring in game lawfully killed outside 
the state, provided such game is not 
otl'ercd for sale. 
Quail. 


Notwithstanding 
the 
agitation 
in 


favor of protecting quail for several 
years in some sections, no bills of this 
kind were passed this year, and 30 
states still provide quail shooting. Th« 
seasons 
were- shortened fix weeks in 


Oklahoma and two 
weeks in Nevadl. 


Limits were established for the first 
time ill Arkansas and New Hampshire* 
reduced in Iowa from 25 to 15 per day, 
in Oklahoma from 25 to 10, in Minne- 
sota from 15 to 10, nml increased in 
Nevada from 15 to 2(1. All but 14 ol 
the states which permit quail hunting 
now have a limit of 20 birds or Ic4 P«* 
day. 
s 


Waterfowl. 


All the states now allow waterfowl 


hunting, but the wood duck is protected 
for several years throughout the north- 
ern zone iiiid in the southern /.one in 
the Mates of California, 
Kansas and 


West Virginia. 
Daily hag limit* were 


established for the first time in Arkan- 
sas and Connecticut, reduced in Okla-. 
homa from 25 to 10. mid increased in 
^lissouri from 10 t" 
L 
r>. 
Most of 
the 


i-tut<•« now have a limit of 25 or lcs» 
per day. 
Open Seasons. 


Open seasons were lengthened in Mon- 


tana on elk and deer two weeks; in, 
Florida on deer and birds three weeks; 
in Minnesota on quail 20 days, and in 
Nevudii on sage hens four and a half 
months, on grouse one mouth, and on 
quail two weeks. 
New Jersey reverted 


to thi! former plan of hunting deer on 
four 
consecutive Wednesdays, instead 


of five consecutive days. 


Seasons were shortened in a number of 


stales. 
In the case of big game, the 


deer season wa.s curtailed in Arkansas 
three months, in Oregon and Washington 
two weeks. 
In New Mexico the seasons 


were generally shortened and arranged 
in two districts divided at latitude 35;, 
degrees. 
In California the dove season • 


was made later and in Minnesota short-, 
encd 20 days; in Oklahoma the 
quail 


season was"curtailed six weeks, and in;, 
Michigan, Nevada 
(ducks), Tennessee, 


nnd Wyoming, spring shooting of water-:, 
fowls was abolished. 


Laws Protecting Big Game. 


The more important changes alTect- 


iug big game included the closing of" 
the season for four years on moose in 
Maine: authorization for the killing of 
50 bull moose in Wyoming: lengthening- 
the 
season of elk in Montana 
two 


weeks; closing the season on mountain 
sheep in Montana; 
changes affecting 


does in 7 states, including the removal 
of protection in Florida, Nevada, New* 
Jersey and Wyoming; establishment of 
a limit in Arkansas, and decrease in, 
the limits in Alaska, Michigan, Mon- 
tana and Nevada. 


Under present conditions, deer hunt- 


ir," is permitted in 38 states, in about 
one-third of which the hunter is lim- 
ited to one deer a season and in most 
of the others to two. 
Eighteen states 


protect docs at all seasons and allow 
only buck to be killed—namely, Ala- ', 
bariia, 
Arizona, 
California, Georgia, , 


Idaho, Missouri, Mississippi, New Mex- 
ico, Nevada, New York, Oklahoma Ore-

The statement shows that the forests 


of Alaska are furnishing a large amount 
of timber for local consumption. 
More 


than 37,000,000 feet, according to the 
forest service, was cut under sales con- 
tracts during the fiscal year in the two 
national forests of Alaska, and it is es- 
timated that the quantity taken under 
the free-use privilege amounts to at 
least 10 per cent, of that cut under sales 
No figures are available on the Alaskai 
free-use cut, however, as residents o 
the territory arc allowed, on account o: 
the relative eparsity of the population 
to take all the timber they need fo 
personal use without going through anj 
formalities. 


Outside of Alaska permits are issuet 


to those entitled to share in the free 
usc privilege, as a means of nreventinj 
its Bbuse and to regulate this form o 
•utilization along lines which will tem 
to improve the forest conditions. 
Th 


material taken by free-use permittee 
is restricted largely to dead, insect-m 
festcd, or diseased 
timber, thinnings 


and inferior species. Forest officers of 
ten set aside suitable areas from which 
those granted free use under the terms' 
of the law may help themselves under 
certain general rules, but where green 
timber will be cut the trees to be used 
arc 
designated just as in all timber 


gales. The amount of free-use matcnal 
allowed individuals is limited to twenty 
dollars' worth yearly.

states in the amount of timber cut 
under sales, with more than 101,000,000 
feet 
but takes second in the free-cut 


use, with 18,000,000 feet.

Don't laugh. Aecfaents, fires, railroad 


wrecks, deaths in a hospital, suicides, 
burglaries and weddings rim in threes. 
•Ask any railroad man, auk a nurse, ask 
a policeman. With bared heads and all 
the dignity that becomes their official 
positions they shall answer you in the 
affirmative. 


It has been a superstition for years 


that calamities ran in threes. A news- 
paper man expects two big stories in 
quick succession after one good 
one 


"breaks." 
Firemen will swear by the 


smoke they eat that big tires occur in 
groups of three. 
Suicides are known 


to pallop in triple harness. It is a re- 
markable fact that often—very often— 
when a hospital sees one death, two 
more follow within twenty-four hours 
Railroad men, from superintendents to 
track sweepers, tell the same story of 
wrecks. 
An Old Superstition. 


Although the groups of three supersti- 


tion isn't as old as the thirteen at a 
table or walking under a ladder, it can 
hold its own in a line with either of 
these, in the number of tirm believers 
it 
controls. 
Fellows 
who wouldn t 


waste the spit to go through the good 
luck antics that accompany the glimpse 
of a white horse in pasture, or who dis- 
play their bridge work when a Harrison 
Fisher girl gazes over her shoulder at 
Hie new moon, will fly into the well 
known passion when you laugh at their 
pet rule, of three. 


It is strange how many people allow 


their lives to be governed by signs and 
omens and beliefs of the variety "they 
say." 
There is a certain very woll 


known 
Fort 
Wayne contractor who 


would give up a job rather than starl 
a building on Friday. On West Wayne 
street one night not. many weeks ag< 
a party of effervescent and youthfu 


femininity 
was 
talking 
gaily

loudly, for all the world as if it owned 
the universe. Then a wee black kitten 
came out of an alley and crossed the 
street. Some of the girls stopped, while 
the rest of them -turned in their tracks 
and made no atcmpt to cross the path 
of the black cat. 


But Why the Three? 


But it is a fact that persons who un- 


limber the scornful smile at all these 
common superstitions, hold tight as new 
varnish to their pet little rule of three. 
It wouldn't be so queer if it were one 
class of men or women alone who held 
up their right hands when they told you 
it w»s true. But it is every class. The 
doctor and the railroad man and the 
fireman and the undertaker stand to- 
gether in this, their belief. There surely 
is foundation for their theory. A glance 
over the fire department 
hooka, the 


claims sheet of a railroad or a coroner's 
list is conclusive that the rule work 
frequently. 


What's the Answer? 


There surely must be an answer. Can 


anyone find it? 
Take for example, the 


matter of suicides. Why do a pair of 
suicides 
usually 
follow 
close 
after 


another. 
Here is probably a case of 


suggestion. 


Some poor creature tires of the world. 


Poison—rope—gun-—the river—whatever 
it is, he chooses some way and dies by 
his own hand. The police and the cor- 
oner investigate. 
Then some young 


things who write for the papers get 
their large and receptive cars into the 
game, go back to the office, pull the sob 
stop and let the tragedy seep out in 
black type and a minor key. Then the 
papers are read by other poor things. 
Men - and women who have had the 
name troubles that -svnre possessed by 
the first vintim of suicide read the de- 
tails . These men and women study 
things over, and in their eagerness of 
understanding they are roadv to follow 
had example. Without strong enough 
will to meet their own problems, the 
deed is suggested by the, action of 
another. 
Persons who kill themselves 


may not be mentally unbalanced, but 
they are hysterical. It is suggestion 
that causes some persons to kill them- 
selvtvt o.ft«r hcariiur of others doine 


so. Sometimes a case of suicide passes 
without a "follow-up," sometimes there 
are four or five. But three is an aver- 
age that usually holds good. So it is 
that crimes can be accounted for in 
groups. 
Burglary, arson—a score of 


the other more 
common 
and more 


spectacular varieties can be traced to 
this source.Altogether Different. 


But why should wrecks run in threes'? 


Here it is a different matter. 
Mental 


suggestion 
can't 
be responsible 
for 


thorn. No, it's other influences.- Wrecks 
usually are 
caused by extremes of 


weather or conditions of traffic. 
In- 


tense cold breaks rails. So two or three 
wrecks might be caused in the same 
cold snap by broken rails or other causes 
to which the 
cold 
was contributary. 


Crowded and congested traffic on an 


overloaded road often causes mistakes I 
in dispatching, so in crowded times 
there is all the chance in the world for 
a scries of wrecks from this cause. Again 
three is a good average. 


Vires, too. are grouped in extremes of 


weather. 
A very hot, dry spell usually 


»,ees several tires. 
Burning leaves in 


the autumn are responsible again. And 
the first cold snap finds thousands of 


chimnics long unused thrown into ser- 
vice.

So the "run of three" can bo ex- 


plained to ii certain extent.

nothing supernatural about it.- it is not 
akin lo the cross-eyed white

DISINTERESTED 
PARTIES. 


But with the advent of disinter- 


ested and public-spirited arbitrators 
the matter of Bottling labor difficul- 
ties has been dispatched in short or- 
der. First in Chicago Mayor Thomp- 
son, a few days after taking the rath 
Of administration, set out to settle 
the carpenters' strike that, had been 
going on for more than five months. 
He brought both sides to him :ind 
told them how they were hampering 
the progress of the city and insisted 
that they settle their disputes so that 
the building industries might, con- 
tinue their work. In a few days he 
had reached 
a satisfactory nfiron- 


ment and the carpenters went back 
to their neglected work. Within two 
weeks he settled two more strikes, 
restoring 
peace 
in the city and 


bringing thousands of men back to 
steady employment. 
From St. Louis, Mo., we. have the 


report of a priest settling a team- 
sters' strike and his example is such 
that it has been received with prr.ise 
thronghout the country, and a move- 
ment to form a municipal board of 
arbitration. 
The priest is Father Tim Dompspy, 
pastor of a church in the Ghetto nf 
St.. Louis. 
He is a big man like 


Mayor Thompson—more than six 
teef. tall, and in such crisis it takes 
i big man with great determination 
10 restore peace. 
In St. Louis ihe teamsters and 


Jraymen struck for shorter hours 
md better wages. The transfer com- 
panies 
informed 
them that they 


would receive no increase in pay. So 
a strike was declared and riots 
started. United States mail wagons,, 
guarded by police, were stoned on 
their way to and from their stables. 
The strikers dared not. stone the 
wagons while they were in tbe ac- 
tual delivery of mail—first because it 
Is a penitentiary offense 
that the 


government is quick to punish with 
from 
three to five years in prison 


when its mail delivery is interfered 
with, 
and second 
because. United 


States deputy marshals and Postof- 
flce inspectors rode in automobiles 
behind the mail wagons, ready to 
shoot down anyone who attempted 
Interference. 


Nevertheless, the drayage traffic 


of the entire city was tied up and the 
Btriko assumed a serious aspect 
Mayor Kiel of St. Lonis said he 
would bo glad to act as an arbiter if

ion got a cnll over the telephone on 
the second day of the strike. 


"This is Father Dimpsey,

up some how or the other. And do 
ye mind if I take a little hand in it 
and see what I can do?" 


"No. father, we're always glad to

"This is Father Tim Dimpsey." 
"Who?" politely asked the presi- 


dent.

Kerry Patch when niin didn't ride 
around in automobiles, cither." 


The millionaire apologized and 


finally consented to a meeting with 
Father Tim and the strikers. 


The arbitrators under the priest's 


direction were in deliberation for 
eight, hours until 2 a. m., Sunday 
morning when Father Tim opened 
the door and told reporters it had 
been "sittlcd" and the "byes" would 
he back to work Monday morning. 
And there they were back at their 
jobs Monday morning with increased 
wages and shorter hours. They had 
lost but. a half day's work, whiln if 
this genial and big-souled priest had 


not stepped in the strike would have 
lasted several months with, the loss 
of perhaps a million . dollars 
and 


perhaps with the loss of life. 
THE MOVING 
SPIRIT. 


Talking of his power 
of settling 


the strike and why he offered to aid 
in the matter Father Tim said: "I 
once saw a striker killed in front 
of my church and I didn't want to 
see it. happen agin." 
. 
And Father Tim's church at that 


time was in the heart of the old 
Kerry Patch in St. Louis where men 
fought and hurled bricks like some 
Irish are credited 
with doing. In 


fact they had Ihe old-fashioned St. 
Patrick Day parade in those days 
when the next morning the pohco 
court was jammed with sons of Erin 
with 
blackened eyes while 
the 


"other man" was in the hospital. 


Recalling St. Patrick's Day pa- 


rades and illustrating what a pow- 
erful man Father Dempsey is, the 
following story is told of him in St. 
Louis: 
On a St. Patrick's Day not 


many years ago the children of Fa- 
ther Tim's parish were giving a pa- 


rade. The, priest rode in a carriage 
with other dignitaries. 


Passing a saloon some drunken 


hoodlums on the sidewalk shouted 
insults at the children and waved a 
can of beer at them. Father Tim 
didn't wait to open the door of the 
carriage. He jumped right ihrough 
the window, chased the hoodlums, 
captured one and beat him in ihe 
good old-fashioned Irish way that 
requires the services of a physician 
afterwards. 


Father Tim has quite frequently 


demonstrated 
that a priest1 must 


take care of the spiritual welfare of 
his parish from the altar and of the 
physical welfare on the street, and 
often with his fists. 


One day Father Tim was in the 


sanctuary of his church reading his 
prayers when he heard a noise out 
in the church. 
He saw a man 


stealthily go up the aisle, break open 
the poor box and take the few pen- 
nies. The priest (who incidentally 
is an athlete and a runner) was aft- 
er him in a minute. 
He overtook 


the man after several blocks' chase, 
downed him and gave, him what the 


Irish call a "good drubbin'" before 
ho turned him over to the police. 


While this illustrates the physical 


strength of this priest, it. must be 
understood that his heart is com- 
mensurate 
in size and generosity 


with his size. 
Father Tim loves 


mankind and never a homeless wan- 
derer has appealed to him in vain. 
Furthermore never has a tramp gone 
to the Potter's Field. Father Tim 
has a private burial ground in part 
of a big cemetery in which he buries 
hrs.wards. 
HAS WORKWOMAN'S 
HOTEL 


His workingmen's hotel has won 


him fame all over tho United States, 
but even before he established this 
haven for the poor and homeless he 
was out working for his "byes." Ho 
also conducts a day nursery for the 
mothers of poor children. 


Anyone who saw Father Tim on 


his daily rounds of duty would be 
forced to 
admire 
him. The first 


thing after mass and breakfast he 
visits the Carr street station, which 
is in the heart of the Ghetto of St 
Louis. 


"Good morning, Sargeant Fitzgef1 


Ind." said the priest. 


"Good morning, your rivrlnce," re- 


plied the desk sergeant. 


"And which one of my poor bye« 


have ye today," he would demand. 


The desk sergeant after a perusal 


of his list of prisoners remarked: 
"Paddy O'Rourke, 
drunk on tfc€ 


street." 


"Ah, poor Paddy." would remark 


the priest. 
"And ye know, sarjint, 


Paddy is a fine bye—one of the best 
in the world only once in awhile h« 
gets a wee drop too much. Poof 
Paddy." 
' After a few minutes of persuatloH 
one might sec Paddy, his hair and 
clothes dishevelled and his eyes still 
bleary from alcohol, walking down 
the street with the priest's big hand 
grasping him by the arm and kind' 
words of monition flowing from Fa- 
ther Tim's lips. 


For such men as these Father 


Dempsey established his working- 
men's hotel and gave every assist- 
ance to them. Now his views on so- 
ciology arc different and yet mora 
substantial than those held by most 
men. He knows for instance, that in, 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
that his knidness is going to be re- 
paid with ingratitude and thus being 
prepared suffers none of the mental 
anguish that another might under 
the circumstances. 


He knows also that, a man tbd 


gc.'s drunk once will more, than like- 
ly get drunk again and that no num- 
ber of pledges or promises given by, 
that man will save him. 


So when he gets one of the men 


out of the police station he is 
reasonably certain that that man 
will be back again in the course of 
a week or two and on his next visit 
will land in the workhouse. 
Even 


his experience there will not pre- 
vent, him from getting drunk and so 
between times in jail or in the work- 
house Father Dempsey boards and 
feeds him and tries to get him to 
work. The priest realizes that his 
only hope lies in tho man reform- 
ing himself, and in this connectioha 
good 
"bawling 
out" 
or even a 


"punch" will bring a man more 
quickly to a realization of his duties 
than all the prayers and pleas tn the 
world and maybe 
you don't know 


that many a wife-beater has changed 
his tactics after feeling the heavy 
hand of the fighting Irish priest up- 
on him. 


So this is the type of man that set- 


tles strikes in one day without loss 
to owners or to the laborers them- 
selves. 
It takes a big, dominant 


man who can force his own teims 
on either 
side that appears ob- 


stinate, to do such a thing, but Fa- 
ther Tim and Mayor Thompson of 
Chicago are types of men that ara 
doing it, and it ;s becoming a suc- 
cess to be copied in other cities. 
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One afternoon last week on M— 


Itreet I met J., an ex-convict who is 
out on parole. I asked 
him how 


things were with him. "Things are 
rotten. I am trying to make good 
my parole and keep out of trouble, 
but it is tough going. The hest work 
I "can get is a dinner waiter's job, 
where I make a dollar a day, six 
days a week," he said. 


"Well," I advised, "stick at it, 


keep away from the underworld and 
you will win out" 


"You 
can bet I'll keep out of the 


underworld. I am only getting ?6 a 
week now, but it's all mine. None 


of it buys wine for thirsty salcon- 


' keepers. None goes to a bum poli- 


tician.' None of it helps pay for 
some crooked lawyer's automobile 
and no more of my money will be 
slipped into the fist of a guardian 
of the peace. No—I've done that for 
years and I'm tired taking chances 
tor them all."

Paris, the fashion-capital of the 


world, has put aside its garb of 
mourning and now is preparing for 
a 'season of gayety, with stylea of 
rather flamboyant hues predominat- 
ing.Since the outbreak of the war and 
the death of hundreds of Parisians 
In the trenches, this great capital 
has worn its garb of mourning and 
style was abandoned when the som- 
bre black dress and veil was adopted 
In recognition of our heroes at the 


But at present with things com- 


paratively quiet on the front and 
but few deaths compared with a year 
ago, this great city is prepared to 
resume Its air of gayety for which it 
bas been so long celebrated. 
Paris has mourned as a city long 


enough for its dead and while the 
heroes are not forgotten the call of 
financial 
necessity 
bids 
Paris 


wheii Paul Poirct, Paquln and 


Worth went to the front the dress 
designing business and the millinery 
business in the capital went a-beg- 
ging and, with deep anguish cover- 
ing the city, styles were forgotten 
In the demand for widow's weeds. 


The restaurants along the boule- 


rards, where many Americans form- 
erly sipped their cordials with an 
assumed Parisian air, were closed 
and many turned into hospitals. The 
life of gayety for which the city was 
known all over the world died.

CHANGING. 


But now things are 
different 


Americans have flocked to Paris 
from all parts of the continent. They 
have money and demand entertain- 
ment for it so Paris heaves a sigh 
and forgets 
its anguish, for Piirls 


must live and with all factories shut 
down excepting those making war 
munitions, the people of the cap- 
ital must labor now to gather in the. 
honest dollars of the extravagant 
American tourists. 


The 
rumor that no Americans 


would go abroad this year has been 
proved false beyond 
expectation. 


The lure of battle scenes brought 
even more than in former years. 


It seems that every ship that ar- 


rives from across the Atlantic at 
Havre carried an unusual number of 
American tourists, who make the 
voyage in spite of all perils of sub- 
marines. While in some quarters it 
is estimated 
that the number of 


Yankee visitors is less than in 
former years, it .is apparent hero in 
Paris that all have plenty of money 


and the ci:,y dcpmids partly on gath- 
ering in these dollars for its support. 


It is true, that the women have 


taken their places as street car con- 
ductors, mail carriers and even on 
the railroads, supplanting the men 


• who are at the front. The women 


milliners and dress-makers have 
again assumed their rightful places 
as designers of fashion and all Paris 
is cheerfully donning their crea- 
tions, which seem 
more elaborate 


than ever this year, everything be- 


. ing of strictly military character, 


even the hats bearing a resemblance 
to the caps worn by the French sol- 
,diers, and the coats having a sharp 
military cut while the shirts are 
tight. Even in shoes has the military 
effect been felt, for instead of the 
high-heeled shoes for which the 
Parisians once were, noted, stiff, 
heavy, yellow-leathered boots, such 
as the soldiers wear in the trenches 
are being worn by the Parisian 
women. 
AMERICAN 
EXTRAVAGANCE. 


Parisian designers are warning 


their American customers not to 
make the mistake of buying their 
costumes without due consideration, 
but there are thousands who nei- 
ther 
know nor regard this plan. 


They purchase a whole costume for 


an occasion without going home to 
think it over and the result usually 
is one of disaster. 


Nothing is such an exhibition of 


extravagance as the useless frock 
that hangs in the closet waiting for 
its chance. No one is a seer in buy- 
ing clothes and no dressmaker is 
above mistakes, no matter bow 
high his or her price nor the impor- 
tance of the position of her estab- 
lishment, be it here in Paris or in 
any other country. 


It would be far preferable to us 


designers and dressmakers of Paris 
to outfit our customers in accord- 
ance with our own dictates and in 
the way that most artistically suits 
the person to be fitted. If this were 
permitted 
every woman that left 


our stores would be a fashion plate 
that we could be proud of. We feel 
that each woman's case is different 
and that it should be studied. That 
we should be allowed not only to 
pick the material, but to design it 
to our own tastes, 


Yet we are not permitted to do so. 


The American woman sets her mind 
on a certain dress and wants It, 
whether or know. 


She is absolutely unreasonable In 


her demands, but all the persuasion 
in the world cannot 
convince her 


that her judgment is wrong and her 


tastes shockingly inartistic. 


For instance, you could never con- 


vince an angular woman that stripes 
will make her look even more augu- 
lar than ever, or a robust woman 
that stripes will make it appear that 
she is better proportioned. Yet, if 
she would but follow the advice of 
the milliners and designers who are 
attempting to outfit her properly, she 
would appear a great deal more at- 
tractive. The American on his ar- 
rival in Paris believes that every- 
where are designing men and women 
waiting as the Yankee says, "to 
sting him." 
So when they come to the millin- 


ery stores or to the fashion parlors 
they enter with that same idea, that 
we Intend to overcharge them. That 
is why they continually (sail for 
something cheaper when they must 
or at least should recognize that the 
first garment we display to them is 
the one most suited to their stylfi of 
beauty. 
Further, they do not realize that 


we have a reputation to sustain. 
THfc PARIS 
IDEA. 


If we send out a garment that is 


not a creation, a 
masterpiece— 


Voila—the Americans laugh at our 
goods. So if we cannot pick out, the 
styles and colors to match the beau- 


ty of our client we must at least 
alter and re-alter to make it as per- 
fect a fit and as rare a design as pos- 
sible. 
At the fashion show held recently 


at the chateau of Mrs. Herman Oel- 
rlch, the professional mannequins 
and the social celebrities both wore 
narrow skirts. At the smart 'dances 
there were no extra wide skirts, 
such as the shops have been selling 
and which once were the fashion. 


The celebrities either refused (o 


follow a fashion they did not like 
or they wore their old gowns and 
the 
mannequins had moderately 


narrow skirls because the designers 


f had so willed. 


To struggle for months with float- 


ing skirts and necessary high boots, 
to have one's garments altered and 
seams let out and then go to the 
most fashionable spot in Paris and 
find women and designers had not 
let out a reef in any scam and went 
about unconcernedly with straight 
skirts that were comfortable, was 
jarring to many visitors to the fash- 
ion places of Paris. 


Jenny, the Parisian designer, who 


insisted all last autumn on straight 
skirts and wide floating tunics of 
transparent materials, has put ;his 
design out again, especially in a 
frock of dark blue satin trimmed 
with goldbraid. Will Callot prevail 
with straight skirts? Will the Rus- 
sian skirt with its extraordinary 
shortness be considerr-d a back fash- 
ion number when October starts? 


As for bodices, there is a strong 


tendency to turn them all into short 
jackets as our ancestors did. New 
serge suits have fronts of thin ma- 
terials or even colored satins, but- 
toned in front and loose backs that 
reach the hips and are squared off. 
Other models show slightly fuller 
fronts with bolero 
effects at. the 


sides and back, the scams caught in 
quite sharply to give a decided Hare. 
This is the line that has been fol- 
lowed 
since last Christmas and
